FIRST, 


Not to receive Pay, or be ſubject to any Military Law, and to attend one Evening iti 
the Week for Exerciſe in the Townſhip of Ripon, to be fixed upon by the Coniman ing 
Officer, as may leaſt interfere with the employment of the Perſons compoſing this Corps, 
and to be ſubject to ſuch further regulations and reſtrictions as ſhall from time to time be 
thought neceſſary by the Committee appointed for that purpoſe; 


SECOND, 


The Corps to be provided with Arms and an Uniform of a Coat, Waiſteoat, Breeches 
and Hat, and not liable to be called out of the Liberty of Ripon, except in caſe of Riots, 
Tumults or Invaſion; in ſuch caſe to March to any part of the County of York, when 
called upon by his Majelty, the Lord Lieutenant of the Riding, the high Sheriff of the 


County, or any two or more yy ep of any of the Ridings in this County; provided the 


order for Marching be Indorsed by the Mayor of Ripon, and any other Magi rate acting 


THIRD, 


That the Officer or Officers Commanding this Volunteer Corps, be choſen by the 
general Committee of the Subſcribers of the ſaid Liberty to be approved by his Majeſty. 

That in caſes when embodied and called out . 17 the limits of the Liberty of Ripon, 
into any other part of this County, to receive ay from the Townſhip or Place, which 8 


ſhall ſo call out the Corps to their aſſiſtance, and that all pay received by any Perſon form- 
ing this Corps ſhall be put into one general Stock-Purſe; and the Money divided equally 


amongſt the Corps without any regard to rank or ſtation. 

That the Arms and Uniform ſhall remain in the cuſtody of each Man whilſt he belongs 
to the Corps, and to be produced clean and in good order on each day of exerciſe and (except 
fuch of them as ſhall be provided at the Perſons own expence) ſhall be delivered up when 


required to the Commanding Officer, or ſuch other Perſon or Perſons as ſhall under his 


Majeſty's Authority, or by the Authority of the general Committee be Commiiſfioned to 
receive the ſame;

Thoſe loyal and reſpe&able Inhabitants who are willing to enrol themſelves into 
this Corps, are requeſted to appear at the Town HALL in Rirox, on Thurſday the 26th, 
Day of June Initant at the hour of Eleven in the Forenoor to ſign theſe Articles of
